Recently, the state Civil war 


commission working in a

The Fox Cities area may have 
several other medal holders. 


During the Civil war, 1,504 


medals were awarded, 21 to 
soldiers who enlisted 
from 


Wisconsin. Three of the state 
winners enlisted from the Fox 
Cities area, James and George 
Pond, from Markesan and 
Alto, near Oshkosh, and Denis 
J. F. Murphy, a sergeant in 
Co. F, 14th Wisconsin infan- 
try, who enlisted in Green 
Bay and died there on June 19, 
1901. 


Plan Ceremony 


The National Civil war cen- 


tennial commission is plan- 
ning to commemorate author- 
ization of the Congressional 
Medal of Honor with a service 
at the Washington, D. C., 
cathedral, April 18, 1962. 


The commission is seeking 


descendants of the Civil^war 
winners so they might par- 
ticipate in the ceremony which 
will include a display of all the 
medals that can be found. The 
state commission is planning 
a similar ceremony and dis- 
play:

scendants w e r e registered 
with only one reported at that 
time from Wisconsin. Includ- 
ed in the total were 15 de- 
scendants of three of the first 
six men to receive the award, 
colleagues of Mrs.

The first recipients of the 


medal were not the first to 
earn the award. Their deed 
came 13 months after the first 
acts of gallantry eventually 
recognized by the medal. 


First Deed 


That distinction belongs to 


Francis E. Brownell, a private 
of Co. A, llth New York in- 
fantry, the Ellsworth Zouaves. 
On March 24, 1861, he aveng- 
ed the murder of his colonel, 
E. E. Ellsworth, by kliling the 
hosteler who shot Ellsworth 
when the colonel was replac- 
ing the stars and stripes at 


the Marshall House hotel at 
Alexandria, Va. 


His medal was issued Jan. 


26, 1877. 


Originally the medal was 


struck only for enlisted men. 
It was not until March 3, 1863, 
the honor was extended to 
army officers. Naval officers 
were made eligible in 1915. 


First Officer 


The first deed by an officer 


recognized by the medal was 
performed by Col. B. J.D. Ir- 
win of the medical corps when 
he was a first lieutenant and 
medical officer at Fort Breck- 
enridge in Arizona territory. 


On Feb. 13, 1861, he led a 


rescue party to relieve troop- 
ers pinned down by Apaches 
led by the great Chief Co- 
chise." His medal was issued 
Jan. 21, 1894. 


Not until Dec. 21,1861, when 


congress authorized the meda] 
of honor for naval enlisted 
men, had the nation provis- 
ions for honoring acts of gal- 
lantry in battle as such. 


1782 - Purple Heart 


George Washington in 1782 


had caused to be struck the 
nation's first medal, the Pur- 
ple Heart, for men wounded 
in battle. The Mexican war 
caused congress to provide for 
certificates of merit and $2 ex- 
tra pay a month for enlisted 
men performing gallantly in 
battle. 


In addition it had become 


the custom to award the gal- 
lant soldier with a "brevet" 
rank. 


By the Civil war, however, 


the worth of the brevet sys- 
tem had lost its meaning be- 
cause of political abuse. 


Introduced Resolution 


Although the navy origin- 


ated the idea, the lasting hon- 
or for the medal is traced to 
a resolution introduced by 
Sen. Henry Wilson of Massa- 
chusetts on Feb. 17, 1862. It 
was approved by congress 
July 12, 1862.

them representatives of Par- 
ent - Teacher 
organizations 


were on hand to support the 
need for a public health nurse. 
A letter was read from the 
Kaukauna High school faculty 
recommending the hiring of a 
full time public health nurse 
and stenographer. 


V.N.A. Meeting 


The original meeting was 


called to question the Apple- 
ton Visiting Nurses associa- 
tion representatives about the 
type of service that organiza- 
tion could furnish the city 
while a search for a public 
health nurse was undertaken. 


The representatives inform- 


ed the board they would be 
unable to ascertain the num- 
ber of hours it would take or 
what could be undertaken un- 
til they were furnished with 
requirements the city would 
want them to fill. 


They asked for clarification 


of w h o m the organization 
would be working with and 
who would outline the duties. 
A minimum of 15 hours per 
week would be handled by the 
organization, more when nec- 
essary if the nurse was avail- 
able. 


Dr. 
George Behnke, city 


health officer, questioned dep- 
uty h e a l t h officer James 
Gertz as to who authorized 
him to seek V.N.A. aid. Gertz 
replied, the suggestion had 
been made by Mayor Joseph 
Bayorgeon and Behnke replied 
Gertz was working for him as 
deputy.- 


Dr. Behnke questioned how 


the V.N.A. expected to carry 
out the work satisfactorily 
when a full time nurse found 
it impossible. Miss Inez Davis, 
VNA representative, said the 
organization did not expect to 
do as thorough a job as the 
present nurse but serve on a 
part time -basis to help the 
city through an emergency 
until another nurse could be 
hired.

nurse. They asked the board 
why stenographic h e l p was 
not furnished the nurse as she 
requested. 


Board members said the 


proposal had been made on 
several occasions to the fi- 
nance committee but no ac- 
tion had been taken. The city 
has a stenographer and the 
finance unit instructed her to 
give as much time as neces- 
sary to the city nurse but Mrs. 
Nagel reported the amount of 
help was still not adequate. 


Citizens questioned the rec- 


reation and health budgets, 
one asking why more money 
was being spent on entertain- 
ing children than on caring 
for their health.

Annual Slump 


Business always slides a bit

There'll be no spur from a 
vast U. S. budget deficit as 
there was at this time a year 
ago.

A catch- 
up boom is not at all unlikely 
— particularly if the terms of 
the steel settlement are quite 
generous to the steelworkers. 


Pressure on Prices 


This new upsurge would 


mean heightened pressures on 
prices. It would mean a step- 
ped-up credit squeeze in early 
'60. It would mean a quicken- 
ed absorption of the jobless1 
and the whole atmosphere in 
our economy would be tending 
toward exuberance. 


But don't try to decide in 


December what won't be clear 
until later. When the most in- 
formed men are waiting to see 
which way to jump, you wait) 
too. With the terms of the set-! 
tlement still to be known, this 
is a tirne when uncertainty is 
in itself the big news. 


Another alternative is a re- 


cession, but on the assump- 
tion about strikes, that's not 
one of the alternatives now.

ducive to a spirit of good will 
in collective bargaining. The 
companies did not at the out-

Steel Companies Offer 


The statement issued for

"Four, the sicfbess and ac- 


cident benefits for which the 
companies would also assume 
the cost, would be increased 
to a new scale of $53 to $68 
per week.

could continue coverage for 
the first six months of layoff

There is plenty of evidence today that 


the exposure of the TV quiz show scandals 
has had a salutary effect on a great many 
people in other occupations. It is only nat- 
ural, when an activity like TV broadcasting 
is under scrutiny, that people relate what 
they see to their own occupations. 


In the close examination of the rigged 


TV programs attention has been called to 
the fact that wrestling on TV has long been 
tolerated as a "fixed" sport although most 
of the observers are not sure whether that 
is true or not The plan to eliminate canned 
applause and laughter in the presentation 
of filmed shows has impressed many peo- 
ple as an unnecessary precaution. But in 
considering that, it is a short step to the 
question of whether a salesman is being 
completely honest when he relates some 
imaginary personal experiences to illustrate 
the value of his product. 


^Likewise many people in the newspaper 


business have turned their attention to 
their own practices. How much leeway 
should be allowed to an advertising writer 
or even to a news writer in setting up an 
interesting situation in which to present a 
sales message or a news story? These are 
good things to think about, and if we think 
about them we may do something about 
them or we may come to some settled con- 
viction as to the value of present practices. 


However, many people are doing a little 


more than simply reviewing their own con- 
duct in the light of the TV revelations. The 
Sheraton Hotel corporation reports that a 


large number of people who have been, 
guests at Sheraton hotels have suddenly 
begun returning- articles which they took 
from the hotels as "souvenirs" over a pe- 
riod of years. The hotel management has 
appraised the flood of returning souvenirs 
as "some indication- of a reawakening of 
moral conscience.'1 


A'package containing a silver pitcher 


was recently received at the Sheraton Park 
hotel in Washington.-The pitcher was of a 
type that has not been used in the hotel for 
many years. Its theft, more than a decade 
ago, apparently did ndt disturb the con- 
science of its possessor through the years 
until something brought it back with a 
sharpness that demanded action. Other 
items returned^ include hotel glasses and 
bath towels, and one person returned a sil- 
ver and pearl pendant with an anonymous 
note saying it had been found in a hotel 
room years ago. Another woman returned 
$15, also anonymously, with the explana- 
tion that she had been overpaid when she 
cashed a check at the hotel some time previ- 
ously. 


Ernest Henderson, Sheraton's president, 


says that the management is pleased with 
the "moral awakening" that is evidenced by 
the returned articles, but he said, "If even 
a fraction of the towels taken in the last 
20 years were returned, additional storage 
warehouses would be required to handle 
them." Thus it is apparent that the. twinge 
of conscience on a national scale is a tri- 
fling thing compared with the widespread 
practice of purloining articles at hotels.- 


Tfie Sharing of State Taxes 


The citizens' commission which is re- 


viewing state and local tax policies and 
problems, with a mandate to write a pro- 
posal for a basic revision of the state-local 
fiscal structure, has undertaken a number 
of side excursions which seem to us, how- 
ever worthy, to be likely to impede its main 
task. 


Thus it is now devoting considerable 


study time and energy'to the "matter of 
distribution of those state-levied taxes that 
are shared with the localities. ' - -' 


t This is an important subject, but it is 
one that has been considered often before. 
It is fraught with special interest politics. 
There are no illusions among the realists 
around the legislature or within it about 
the difficulties reforms will encounter. At 
the same time it is no more urgent today 
than| ^was * *ve vears a§°> or than it will 
be a year or two hence. This is a continuing 
commission, by legislative act. It can take 
up these matters and other collateral tax 
problems when its main responsibility has 
been met. 


The job is to consider the state and local 


tax structures, on the .whole, with respect 
to their equities, their stability, their ca- 
pacity 'to produce the revenue require- 
ments of today and tomorrow, and their re- 
lation to the economic competition of other 
states. Gov. Nelson in setting up-the com- 
mission phrased its mandate well. 


The ^distribution of the shared state 


taxes, illogical and unfair as the system ap- 
pears in many details, does not basically af- 
fect-these primary challenges confronting 
this study group:

• The AFL-CIO Committee on Political 


Education (COPE) has announced that it 
will not cooperate with James R. Hoffasand 
his Teamsters' union in any-political action 
during the 1960 elections.

At the time of the 
passage of the labor reform bill just be- 
fore the adjournment of Congress both 
the AFL-CIO spokesmen and the Teamsters' 
political workers had indicated they would 
do everything in their power to defeat the 
congressmen who voted for this legislation. 
Since there were <only two votes against 
the bill in the Senate 'and 52 against it in 
the House, there is certainly a concentrated 
field for the labor political workers to at- 
tack. 


But in this case the AFL-CIO spokesmen 


do not agree that "in union there is 


whole, is not safely capable of expan- 
sion 'to meet the probable income 
.needs of local government for the next 
decades and possibly more. 


The state income tax, as it has 


evolved after half a century of ex- 


- . perience, probably cannot be main- 


" tained at its present scale of progres- 


sivity and made to yield the heavily in- 
creased amounts of income the state 


. is likely to require — if not need ac- 


cording to all tastes. 
It may be that ultimately we can de- 


vise a fair and politically acceptable way 
of revising the sharing arrangements now 
in effect for the state income tax, the utili- 
ty tax, the liquor tax and the others now 
returned in part to localities. There are 
some gross inequities in the present sys- 
tem. It may be that we also can refashion 
-our system of aids for.schools, highways, 
welfare service and other local program 
purposes. These are important matters, but 
they are not immediately essential to the 
tax revision job, and if permitted to impede 
it may ultimately defeat it because of their 
inherent political difficulties. 


Nor are they new matters, however sur- 


prised some of these citizen students may 
be when they learn about them. We have 
had proposals for a redistribution of utility 
tax revenues in the legislature in each ses- 
sion for two decades, utterly without result. 
The failures were not related to lack of in- 
formation, but to built-in political consider- 
ations. 


Let the commission now concentrate 


on its first task, and defer attacking the ad- 
mittedly important problem of tax sharing.

These' dispatches in other 


years have suggested that 
the phenomenon of the mod- 
ern state legislative caucus 
is contributing to a weaken- 
•ing of the democratic pro- 
cess. The idea is perfectly 
exemplified by c u r r e n t 
events at the capitol. 


A few days ago the Demo- 


cratic majority in the state 
assembly decided to kill in 
a single motion all of the re- 
maining bills on its calendar 
— bills that had been delib- 
erately kept alive upon the 
adjournment last July and 
which the persons directly 
interested had a right to'as- 
sume, thereupon, would have 
open deliberation and dis- 
cussion and separate voting 
on the floor: 


.But 
that 
decision 
was 


made in a secret caucus. 
There was no public explan- 
ation. There was no discus- 
sion by the majority rulers 
on the floor. Anybody whose 
bill was involved in that 
lethal motion had to guess 
what was going on or culti- 
vate a news source inside the 
majority party who would 
leak the caucus deliberations 
to him. 


Nor is this a partisan issue. 


The 
Republicans rule the 
> 


state senate. Their caucuses 
are more frequent and -per- 
haps of greater length than 
are those.of their Democratic 
majority counterparts in the 
other house. The doors are 
securely locked. Bills are 
thoroughly explored in that 
room. Full dress speeches 
are -made. Agreements are 
entered into. But not a word 
of the proceedings becomes 
public, except as the caucus 
chairman decides that it 
may serve his political cause 
and that of his party to make 
public tlie story or as much 
of it as he chooses to tell. 


This correspondent is "a 


realist. In the very nature 
of the party system there is 
a need for private delibera- 
tion. 


But the system as it is 


evolving has some obvious 
dangers 'and costs. To the 
extent that the locked door 
caucus has become a substi- 
tute for public debate, the 
democratic idea is being 
weakened. 


To the extent that the deci- 


sions are already made and 
the subsequent flo.or maneu- 
vers are artificial, the legis- 
lative process is being "fix- 
ed", even as" some1 of the 
c o mmercial entertainments 
that have disappointed the 
body politic lately. To the ex- 
tent that such private deci- 
sions make news-gathering 
more difficult and less reli- 
able, p u b l i c information 
about the state government 
is being diluted or distorted. 
To the extent tha£ such sec- 
ret deliberations bind the in- 
dividual representative, as is 
their purpose, he is perhaps 
betraying his constituency 
and, at the least, sacrificing • 
his individuality for his place 
in the anonymous mass. 


Nor is it easy to isolate 


the causes for this caucus- 
craving. Ten and 20 and 30 
years ago there were party 
divisions in the legislature 
and private deliberations of 
the political factions. But an 
occasional evening caucus, 
or perhaps a private lunch- 
eon with party organization 
chiefs once a week, seemed 
to suffice. Party discipline 
and party responsibility were 
as well defined then as now, 
and perhaps better.

Neenah — "The New Ger- 


many" or post-war Germany, 
where she grew up, was de- 
scribed and interpreted by a 
visiting 
Lawrence 
college 


teacher of German and Rus- 
sian for Woman's Tuesday 
club Tuesday afternoon. 


Pointing out her view of 


Germany differs from that of 
the tourist who sees the "Sun- 
ny side" in a "Sunday sort of 
mood," Mrs. Tanya Fabian- 
Lanko said it is healthy to 
see the differences between 
two countries. She-comment- 
ed we too often look only for 
similarities between two peo- 
ples, ignoring the differences. 


She described the wide dis- 


ruption of life found in the 
Germany of 1945, ruins, blown 
bridges, break-down of com- 
munications and widespread 
despair. "Only in recording 
these miseries can one under- 
stand the incredible change." 


She told how she and her 


mother had shoveled in the 
ruins in that period, and now 
a handsome building stands 
on the same site. The hard- 
ships of those times created 
a comradeship, never to be 
duplicated, she 
said. 
"In 


those days everyone was un- 
happy, hungry and poor." 


Mrs. Fabian - Lanko receiv- 


ed her doctor's degree in 1954 
at University of Marb'urg. 
She met her husband, Bern- 
hard Fabian, a 1952 Lawrence 
student, while teaching in 
London. He currently is teach- 
ing at the University of Mar- 
burg. 


The new German mark and 


new monetary system was 
the largest single 
element 


which eliminated the black 
market from post-war Ger- 
many, the teacher said. 


Housing is still one of the 


main problems of West Ger- 
many, the speaker stated. 
The constant stream of refu- 
gees from the East adds to 
the population problems. 


On the basis of conversa- 


tions with friends from the 
eastern sector, Mrs. Fabian- 
Lanko said it is not uncom- 
mon to find Germans in that 
section standing in line for po- 
tatoes or whatever has ar- 
rived. They don't shop by de- 
ciding what they want, but by 
what is available, she said. 
However, under Russian in- 
fluence the East has made 
progress in industrial develop- 
ment, she added.

any relaxation of c e r t a i n 
cheese import quotas, oppos- 
ing the recommendation of the 
department of agriculture that 
t h e s e same quotas be in- 
creased by 50 per cent.

quotas set on Italian and' 
Dutch cheeses, Gustave Bur- 
meister, assistant 
adminis- 


trator of the foreign agricul- 
tural service, USDA, testified 
that the established annual 


import quota for the Dutch 
types of cheeses is 4.600,200 
pounds. This includes Edam 
and Gouda cheese. The annual 
import quota for Italian-types^ 
he said .was approximately 
twice that amount.. , 


Reasons given by Burmeis- 


ter for increasing the:quota 
on the Dutch cheeses included 
his contention that "in 1959 
commodity credit stocks of 
dairy-products have remained
